dous explosion, ot very black smoke 
from Mont Pelee at a quarter before 
nine o'clock this morning accentuated 
the fears that had been felt for the 
safety of George Kennan, the Amer- 
ican author, who with a party has been 
examining the northern part of the 
island.

Chicago, 111., May 28.—If the four 


great packing concerns at the Union 
Stock yards do not yield to the de- 
mands ot" the striking teamsters with- 
in a short time it may result, in a gen- 
eral stoppage of 40,000 employes at 
the yards. Already several hundred 
persons have quit . The situation is 
becoming so involved that it appar- 
ently seems impossible for the union 
men to remain at work much longer 
without violating the rules of the Chi- 
cago Federation of Labor under which 
they hold charters. A strike among 
the beef butchers or hog butchers or 
any other set ot men upon whom hun- 
dreds of others depend would cause 
a complete tie-up of every branch. It 
is said to be not unlikely, because in 
imany instances union men have been 
asked to do work of the strikers and 
have been discharged upon refusing. 
Fnthcrmore, the men are forbidden 
to handle goods which have been pre- 
pared by non-union labor, and it is 
said to be nearly impossible to con- 
tinue at work without doing this.

A BUCCANEER BOOM. 


III* Brethren of tbe Co«»t Sackoil Town* 


\Vhoti Galleon* Failed Them. 


Prank R. Stockton, writing in St. 


Nicholas a series of narrative sketches 
of "The Buccaneers of Our Coast," 
says: 


Tbo buccaneers wero afraid of noth- 


ing. Thoy paid no attention to tbo rules 
of war. A little ship would attack a 
big one without tbe slightest hesitation, 
and, more than that, would generally 
take it, and in every way Spain was bo- 
ginning to feel as if she were acting 
the part of provider to tbe pirate sea- 
men of e'sery nation. 


Finding that she could do nothing to 


diminish the number of tbo buccaneer- 
ing vessels, Spain determined that she 
would not have so many richly laden 
ships of her own upon theso dangerous 
seas; consequently a change was made 
in regard to tbe shipping of, merchan- 
dise and tho valuable metals from 
America to her home ports. The car- 
goes were concentrated, and what had 
previously been placed upon three f-bips 
was crowded into the holds aud be- 
tween tbo decks of one great vessel, 
which was so well armed and defended 
as to make it almost impossible for any 
pirate ship to capture it. In some re- 
rpectB this plan worked very well, al- 
though when tho buccaneers did happen 
to pounce npon ono of these richly laden 
vessels in such numbers and with such 
swift ferocity that they were able to 
capture it they rejoiced over a prize far 
more valuable than anything the pirate 
eonl had ever dreamed of before. 
But 


it was not often that ono of these great 
ships was taken, and for a time the re- 
sults of Spanish robbery and cruelty 
were safely carried to Spain. 


But it was very hard to get tbo bet- 


ter of the buccaneers. Their lives and 
their fortunes depended upon this boom, 
and if in ono way they could not get 
tbo gold out of tbo .Spaniards, wbifh 
tho latter got out of the natives, thc.y 
would try another. When tho miners in 
the goldfields find they can no longer 
wash out with their pans a paying 
quantity of the precious metal, they go 
to work on tbe rocks and break them 
into pieces and crush them into du?t; HO 
when tbe buccaneers found it did not 
pay to devote themselves to capturing 
Spanish gold on its transit across tho 
ocean many of them changed their 
methods of operation and boldly plan- 
ned to seize thy treasures of their eno- 
my before it was put upon tho ships. 


Consequently tho buccaneers formed 


themselves into larger bodies command- 
ed by noted leaders and mado attacks 
upon tho Spanish settlements aud towns. 
Many of thoho woro found nearly do 
feuseless, and oven those which boasted 
fortifications often fell before tho reck- 
less charges of tho buccaneers. The pil- 
lago, the burning and tho cruelty on 
shore exceeded that which had hitherto 
been known on the wa. There is gener- 
ally a great deal more in a town than 
there is in a ship, and tho bureanui rs 
proved tbumselvuH to bo among tho most 
outrageous, exacting nnd cruel conquer- 
ora ever known in this world. They 
wero governed by no laws of warfare.

The fact that the German professors 


aa a rnlo do not pay ranch attention to 
their personal appearance does not by 
any menus indicate that thoy are in- 
sensible to tbeir high social position. 
Indeed, ono of their marked characteris- 
tics, which they share with tbeir coun- 
trymen of all grades, is their keen sense 
of rank and station. Appointments to 
university positions are eagerly sought, 
and to obtain them often involves a bard 
struggle and years of tedious waiting. 


When a mnn has worked his way up 


gradually through tho various grades ol 
doctor, lehrer, oberlehrer, privafc do- 
cent, ansserordentlicher professor, or- 
dentlicher professor, geheimrat and ex- 
cellenz, his conception of his own im- 
portance is not likely to decrease, espe- 
cially in a country where great defer- 
ence is paid to rank. He is likely to re- 
sent anything, therefore, that shows 
apparent indifference or contempt for 
his social importance. 
An illustration 


of this was an experience of an Ameri- 
can lady of my acquaintance. She went, 
to call on a professor in order to get bis 
signature to her university book. Eithei 
from thoughtlessness or ignorance she' 
made no special toilet for tho occa- 
sion, and, worst of all, appeared with 
not only her gloves but also a small 
package in her hand. Tbe learned man 
was not only exceedingly cool, but posi- 
tively rude iu his manner, yet the nert 
day, on meeting her under other cir- 
cumstances, he was almost overpower- 
ingly gracious and polite. 


A call upon a professor, whatevei 


may bo tbe occasion, is a very formal 
matter, and an examination is such a 
bolemn ceremony that the prescribed 
rules for dross and conduct are almost 
aa numerous and strict as those for a 
presentation at the court of St. James. 
No student would dare endanger hie 
success by not driving around to the 
professor's house in a carriage of a cer- 
tain class, aud arrayed in full evening 
dress, with high hat aud white gloves. 


As an illustration of tho typo of pro- 


fessor who fully appreciates his own 
learning and importance take this in- 
fitauce: A certain learned man whosa 
name is familiar on both continents wav 
recently lecturing on tho history ol 
philosophy. 
When ho came to consider 


tho state of philosophy at the present 
day, ho concluded his locturo with the 
remark, "At present there aro really 
only two philosophers of any note in 
Germany—tho other ono lives iu Ber- 
lin." 


Now this same distinguished scholar 


has received tho titlo of oxcellouz, 
which is very rarely conferred on a pro 
foHt-or, Ho is connected with ono of the 
smaller universitiep, and once received 
a flattering invitation to go to Berlin, 
but his own university and tovvuspeopln 
made such strenuous efforts to retain 
their celebrity that, in his own mind 
at least, tho question of his going or 
staying had become ono of national im- 
portnuoe. One day some workmen woro 
repairing tho street near his homo, and 
ho was naturally much disturbed by tbo 
noise. Hastily throwing open the win- 
dow, 
ho called out angrily to tho work- 


men, "If you don't go away and stop 
that noiKo, I shall go to Berlin afturnil." 


Tho fact that tho German professor is 


not merely a puru intelligence, nor yet 
always abchociio acelo (beautiful soul), 
as hi.s countrymen say, might bo illus- 
trated in numerous other ways. Auiouu 
his many human frailties none id usu- 
ally more pronounced than hi.s frequent 
tendency to belittle and discredit the 
work of other men in his own partic- 
ular department. It is well known, for 
instance, that of tho bpeoialistb in a cer- 
tain branch of theological learning in 
Germany no two are on speaking terms, 
Mutual envy ns well a,s the odium thco- 
logicum may servo to explain this btatti 
of all-airs.—Roanoko Collegian.

Tbe Important Part the Blood Plaj» In 
tbe Matter of Sleep. 


A mine of information concerning 


tarions treatments prescribed for vic- 
tims of insomnia is contained in a new 
scientific work by Marie de Monaccine, 
a Russian woman who has consulted 
hundreds of the highest authorities on 
tbe subject and who has mado many 
original experiments. Her work has 
been translated into English. 


Cold water bags applied to the fore- 


head and hot ones to the back of tho 
neck are recommended to produce sleep, 
since by their means tho blood is driven 
from the brain. Hot baths increase tho 
size of the blood vessels of the skin and 
produce the same effect. Another meth- 
od of freeing the brain and causing sleep 
—one which will be found acceptable 
to every one—ia tbo eating of a light 
supper just before retiring. The blood 
in this case is sent from the brain to tbo 
stomach, where it is needed in digestion. 


Experiments prove that monotony is 


an effective source of fatigue to the 
brain, which organ appears to automat- 
ically drain off its blood where fatigued 
to a normal degree. Almost every ono 
haa tried tbe experiment of coxinting 
himself to sleep. Men have been readily 
put to sleep by being made to hear wa- 
ter drop constantly. A watch ticking 
•under the pillow will produce the same 
result until one becomes so accustomed 
to its monotony that it is no longer 
heard. 
According to the Russian au- 


thority, old time nobles of her country 
wero put to sleep by their servants, 
commanded to scratch their heels until 
lapse of consciousness occurred. Tho 
lullaby of tho American mother pro- 
duces sleep because of its monotony. 


A Papago Indian recently told the 


writer that tho native doctors among 
his people sit at the bedsides of tbo sick 
and sing monotonous chants, repeated 
over and over, throughout the whole 
night. No additional treatment beyond 
conjuring is applied. Many patients are 
doubtless cured, the only virtue of tho 
treatment being the relief of pain and 
tho nourishment of tho system by sleep 
produced by monotony. Repeated rook- 
ing produces sleep, as does repented 
brushing of tho hair. Korean mothers 
put their infants to sleep by scratching 
them monotonously upon their abdo- 
mens. SpaniMi mothers accomplish the 
sumo result by continuously stroking 
tho spines of their infants. 
In tho last 


two eases sleep is produced not only by 
moiiutouy, but by tho attraction of the 
blood to the body by tho stimulus of 
touch. 


The manipulations of the hypnotist 


tend to fatigue tbo mind through mouot- 
ony. Tho writer has seen subjects hyp- 
notized while counting tboir breaths. 
Hypnotic sleep, however, like sleep pro- 
duced by narcotics, or aniesthuios, in 
jures rather than refreshes the mind a* 
a rule. Sufferers from insomnia should 
never court sleep in a lighted room. 
Experiments show that light falling 
upon the eyelids causes a rush of blood 
to the brain. Tho head should not be 
kept too low, lest gravity produce the 
same result. 


Insomnia ia found to be characteristic 


of persons who blush, laugh cr wctp 
readily and whose pulso is apt to quick- 
en upon the slightest provocation. Loss 
of sleep most frequently results from 
overwork of either mind or body. Over- 
strain of either kind dilates tho bloccl 
ve.'sels of tho braiu and eventually pur- 
alyy.es them. Extreme cold produces tbe 
same result. Experiments also show 
that exei'ci?o of tbo emotions causes 
ru&h of blood to tho brain and sleepless- 
ness if occurring near bedtime. 


There is an interesting theory that 


we require sleep in proportion to the 
scarcity of red corpuscles in our blood. 
All people, therefore, do not correspond 
in their need of sleep. Many authorities 
agree that tho degree to which sleep is 
needed depends upon the strength of 
consciousness. Children, savages and 
idiots readily fall asleep becausa their 
consciousness is ill developed, and 
therefore readily fatigued. Persons oi 
strong will power and marked individ- 
uality require relatively little sleep. It 
is difficult to overfatiguo their con- 
sciousness. 


Young infants aro found to demand 


sleep tho majority of tbo hours of the 
day, those up to 6 weeks of age requir- 
ing 20 hours, the time being gradually 
decreased to from ten to eight hours un 
til the ago of puberty- During tho ago 
of puberty more sleep is required.

With increased intellectual 


growth, however, insomnia naturally 
increases even during old age. 


Too much sloop is thought to be 


harmful by some authorities. 
Since 


consciousness requires waking honrs for 
development, too much sleep will rob it 
of its education. 
During sleep man 


grows like a vegetable, but his mind 
gets no exercise, which its development 
demands. 
Were a child to sleep 20 


hours a day until 10 years old, he would 
doubtless have u feeble mind. Children 
who sleep too much are found upon in- 
vestigation to be fatter than those who 
sldep at a normal rate, hnt their intel- 
lects are duller nnd their rnupoles weak- 
er. Insomnia, on tho other hand, is al- 
ways a dangerous symptom in children.

But for most of these untimely events 


some sort of remedy is possible, and lei 
us begin with cooking accidents to se« 
what may be done, 


Your potatoes may be overboiled tili 


they are broken and watery. 


Eernedy—Drain off all water possible. 


Put them, still in the saucepan without 
tho lid, over the fire and stir about well 
with a wooden epoon till the water has 
evaporated and they have become tlonry. 
Then see there are no lumps left; add 
salt, pepper, a nice lump of butter 01 
dripping and a little milk. Mix and 
heat well aad serve as mashed potatoes. 


Or it may be that the boiled iLsh hai 


suffered the same fate. 


Remedy—Quickly remove skin and 


bones, keeping the flesh iu as large 
flakes as possible. 


Make an egg sauce precisely as yoo 


intended to do for tho boiled iish. Put 
tho flakes into this and heat, but do nol 
stir. Arrange toast on a dish, sprinkle 
with chopped parsley, pour in the fisii 
aud serve as a fricassee or as cr.sk a la 
creaie, the latter being browned iu the 
oven. 


Custards curdle from a moment's toe 


long contact with the fire. 


Remedy—To each pint of milk nseci 


in the custard allow twoteaspooufulsol i thus 
corustarch, mix with a little cold mills 
and strain the curdled custard into it. 
titir over tho fire and let it boil; then 
add a beaten egg, sugar and flavoring tc 
taste and takeoff the fire at once, 
as originally intended. 


Mayonnaise sauce often insists upon i 


curdling.

why. When it happens, it is genorall5 
because the ingredients were not cold 
enough or tho oil was added too fast. 


Remedy—Take a fresh cold ogi;, chill 


tho old saiice, then add it drop by dror 
to the yolk of tho fresh egg. 
tstir on« 


way all the time. 


White ssauco or soup may bo elightlj 


discolored by a soiled pan or tpoou 01 
by tbo burning of the flour used. 


Remedy—Turn it into a brown sauci 


by adding a little caramel or iuto t 
green one by using spinach juice, m 
you might add raw yolks of cgg.-i until 
it is changed to a golden yellow. 
j 


When brown soups and sauces arc 


pale and pasty looking, add more brown- 
ed flour stirred smooth in water ci 
caramel. 


Sauces are sometimes thin ami "run 


iiy" becauso tbe proportions luuebeeu 
mistaken, or thoy aro too thick lor the 
faamo reason. 


Remedy—For thiu sauces add extra 


flour mixed- thin with milk or water. 
Add to tho sauce and bring to a boil. 
For thick sauce add milk, littlo by lit 
tie, until the sauce is of tho righs con- 
sistency. 


When jolly or custard ia turned froir 


a mold, it sometimes breaks. 


Remedy—Break into small bits, heai 


high in a glass dish and pour around i; 
whipped cream, with a border of ladj 
fingers dipped in orango wine. 


If a molded pudding is broken by 


sticking to tho mold, repair if possible 
tho broken bit aud cover -with a layei 
of white of eggs beaten to a snow and 
sweetened and flavored. 


If it is too far gone for this, break it 


into bits—cover with the meringue and 
brown iu the oven. Decorate this mass 
by a border of currant jelly. 


If pastry it, turned, grate off tho black- j 


ened crnst, touch lightly with milk and j 
wbite of egg, sprinkle with sugar and

brown again. 


When croquette mixtures are too 


wet to mold and shape, put in more 
chopped meat or fish, or in a desperate 
case finely pounded bread crumbs. 


When jelly is cloudy and clear soup 


is not clear, pour either one into a clean 
pan—scrupulously clean it must be— 
take the whites and shells of two eggs, 
break tho latter and beat into tbe for- 
mer. Throw these iuto tho pan and let 
all boil tip together. Then cover, set to 
one side for live minutes and strain.— 
Philadelphia Ledger.

of Flag*. 


To "strike the flag" is tn lower the 


national colors in token of submission. 
Flags are used as the symbol of rank 
and command, says Tho School Jour- 
nal, the officers using them being called 
flag officers. 
Such flags are square to 


distinguish them from other banners. 


A "flag of truce" ia a white flag dis- 


played to an enemy to indicate a desire 
for a parley or consultation. 


The white flag is the sign of peace. 


After a battle parties from both sides 
often go out to the field to rescue the 
wounded or bury tho dead under the 
protection of a white 
flag. 
i 


Tbe red flag is a sign of defiance and 


is often used by revolutionists. In our ; 
service it is tho mark of danger aud 
shows a vessel *to be receiving or dis- 
charging her powder. 
j 


The black flag is the sign of piracy. I 


Tho yellow flag shows a vessel to be at' 
quarantine and is tho sign of contagions 
disease. A flag at half mast means 
mourning. Fishing and other vessels 
return with a flag at half mast to an- 
nounce tho loss or death of some of tho 
men. 
Dipping a flag is lowering it 


slightly and then hoisting it again to 
salute a vessel or fort. 


If tho president of tho United Statcfi 


goes afloat, tho American flag is carried 
iu tho bows of hia barge or hoisted at 
tho main of the vessel on board of 
which ho in. 


The ostrich has been observed with 


interest from very early times. It has 
frequently been tbe subject of remark 
by African travelers, and it has been 
domesticated and farmed in tho Oapo 
Colony for some 80 years. Yet it is re- 
markable how little is known about it 
in scientific circles and how many mis- 
conceptions still prevail as to its nature 
and habits. 
1 This article is founded on personal 
observations made during nine years of 
uninterrupted ostrich farming in the 
Karroo of the Cape Colony and during 
travels about tbe country generally. 


The ostrich hen lays every day and 


the egg weighs about three pounds. It 
is a tasty and nutritions food, however 
prepared, very rich and excellent for 
making pastry and cakes. Tbe empty 
shell of a fairly large one exactly held 
the contents of 18 fowl's eggs. It takes 
about 40 minutes to boil an ostrich egg 
hard. The period of incubation is about 
six weeks. 


The old idea that an ostrich can only 


leap over a very low fence or across but 
the narrowest sluit(gulley) is incorrect. 
The birds will when startled (never de- 
liberately) sometimes go over a six 
strand wire fence nearly five feet high, 
putting one foot on one of the middle 
wires nnd striding over the other. 


Considerable misconception prevails 


as to the manner iu which the ostrich 
runs. 
When a bird really settles itself 


to run, it holds its head lower than 
nsnal and a little forward, with a deep 
loop in the neck. The neck vibratos 
sinuously, but the head remains steady, 


enabling the bird, even at top 


speed, to look around with unshaken 
glanco in any direction. The wings lie 
along tho sides about on a level with or 
a little higher than the back and are 
held loosely just free of the plunging 
"thigh." There is no attempt to hold 
them extended or to derive any assist- 
ance from them as organs of flight. 


Even as a chick tho ostrich is a pow- 


erful swimmer. I have known several 
birds to swim some distance down tho 
Groat Fish river when it was running 
fairly strong. 


Tho ostrich feeds in a peculiar mnn- 


uer. It tosses tbo food into a sack in tbu 
upper part of the nock and then swal- 
lows it. I have seen a bird toss fully a 
quart of mealies (Indian corn) into this 
eack before swallowing, and it is no 
common thing to see two "swallows" 
traveling down the neck at the sarna 
time with a clear interval between them 
or to see one of them (if of large and 
loose food— o. g., grain) slide back into 
tho sack after being swallowed if the 
bird lowers its head to continue feeding 
before the food has traveled some con- 
siderable distance do\vu the neck. Tha 
food travels slowly and performs a com- 
plete circuit of tbo neck before reaching 
the crop. Crushed bones are greedily 
eaten. If too largo a piece should stick 
in tho neck, it is a simple matter to cut 
it out and sew the wound up again. 


As tbe breeding season approaches a 


cock and hen will pair, and, having 
selected a bite congenial to their in- 
clinations, proceed to make a nest. 


The nest- is simply a hollow depres- 


sion, more or less deep, according to 
tho nature of the soil. It is made by 
the pair together. The cock goes down 
on his breast, scraping or kicking the 
sand out backward with his feet, cut- 
ting tho earth with his long aud pow- 
erful nails. The hen stands by, often 
fluttering and clicking her wings, aud 
helps by picking up the sand with her 
beak and dropping it irregularly near 
thu edge of the growing depression. 


When satisfied with their work — and 


they are easily satisfied, often too easily 
— the hen begins to lay an egg in the 
nest every day. During the laying period 
the neat is often unattended and is not 
slept on at night. A nest in which only 
one hen is laying contains on the aver- 
age about 15 eggs, but she often begins 
to sit before shu has laid her full com- 
plement. Sometimes she will lay four 
or five after beginning to sit, though 
not often so many. The hen generally 
begins the sitting. She will occasion- 
ally sit for one or two days and nights 
before tho cock takes his turn. When 
sitting assumes its regular course, the 
hen sits from 8 to 9 a. m. to about 4 
p. m., and the cock from 4 p. m. to 
about 8 or 9 a. m. Tho bird whose turn 
it is to bo on the nest keeps its seat un- 
til the other arrives to relieve it, when, 
they at ouce change places. 


The color of each is admirably adapt- 


ed to the time spent on ^the nest, and 
furnishes interesting examples of pro- 
tective coloration. It is scarcely possi- 
ble to conceive a more effective disguise 
than the sober brownish gray of the hen 
for day sitting and tha black of the 
cock for night. — Zoologist.

An XntorMtlnf Sketch of Subsidiary Coin- 


age, "Shlnpluter" ftnd •'Chicken Feed" 
Currency That Flourished Before Our 
Present System. 


Beferring to the word "picayune," it 


may not be uninteresting to give a 
sketch of subsidiary coinage and cur- 
rency as used in the past; and the vari- 
ous names under which it was Jsnown. 


In OJiio in 1844 and previously there 


was a good deal of foreign coin in cir- j 
dilation, mostly Spanish, with some of 
the old state coinage of different states 
occasionally making 
its appearance. 


One of the most plentiful of these for- 
eign coins was a piece which passed 
current for §% cents. In Ohio this was 
known as a flppenny bit—a contraction, 
probably, of five penny bit. 
The half 


dimes of American coinage were also 
becoming freqnent at that time and as 
a distinction between the half dime and 
the fippenny bit the former was con- 
tracted to the word "fip." The dime 
went under its lawful name, while the 
old Spanish double of the flppenny bit 
was known as the "bit," and the Span- 
ish and Mexican quarter dollars were 
nearly always referred to as "two bits." 
The latter term, I think, still obtains in 
reference to quarter dollar American 
pieces in some sections. There was also 
a New York state "two 
bit" coin, as 


well as a "bit" of the same coinage, 
which was sometimes called the "York 
shilling." The Pine Tree State shilling, 
coming from Maine, was sometimes 
seen, but not much used. Its value was 
supposed to be 16 2-3 cents. The old 
fashioned big copper cent of American 
coinage was plentiful, while occasion- 
ally an English halfpenny of copper waa 
found floating around, generally passing 
on the same basis as the American cop- 
per cent. Queeu Victoria's head was 
then shown on tho English halfpennies. 


Later, when as a boy I removed with 


my mother to Illinois, I met my 
first stumbling block in money names. 
There the fippony bit was the picayune, 
while tho fip had its proper rianio of a 
half a dime, or 5 cents. But the large 
coins retained the old names, as did the 
copper cents. As near as I can loaru, 
the term picayune originated with the 
French, who had settled St. Louis and 
had settlements at points all tho way 
from New Orleans to St. Louis and tho 
farther northwest, and their names for 
money predominated in that region. 


Still latur, when I had strayed away 


to New York state, I again encountered 
new names for money. There everything 
was basod on the "shilling," which 
reprebeuted 12J3 cents. A quarter of a 
dollar wns always "2 shillings," aud 
all sums under §100 wero calculated on 
tho sumo basis. When I asked tho price 
of board, I was told it ranged from 10 
to 80 shillings u week. The price of u 
suit of clothes was generally stated in 
shillings. That was all right for the 
natives, but 1 confess I had frequently 
to brush up my arithmetic to get at 
what 33 shillings, 22 shillings, 17 fchil- 
lings, or soruo other high number, 
amounted to. Jt was all clear enough 
when it was 3, 4 or 6 shillings, but 
when it got above the dollar it required 
some "ciphering" on the part of a 
stranger to get correct reisults. 


The 3 cent pioco, originally coined iu 


silver, came into general circulation in 
tho north about 1850 and was h\ter 
made in nickel, being coined iu that 
metal about the saino time as the pres- 
ent nickol 5 ceut piece. 


Some time before the civil war the 


old fashioned copper cent was replaced 
at tho mint with the preseut small cop- 
pt.r cents and the 2 cent pieces. Later 
the first nickels, were made, but almost 
went ont of circulation daring the war, 
and were succeeded by the fractional 
currency of that day, issued iu 3, 10, 23 
and 30 cent bills. They were never very 
popular with the masses and were look- 
ed upon by the government as a tem- 
porary expedient. 
The most popular 


designation for them was "shiuplas- 
ters," though in Memphis.aud some 
other parts of the country they were re- 
ferred to as "chicken feed." 
j 


During the war there wero many other 


substitutes for raouey, mostly in the 
form of cardboard promises to pay ev- 
erything from a drink of whisky or a 
ride on the cars to a suit of clothes; 
from a quart of milk or a pound of 
beefsteak to a week's salary. They have 
dropped out of use in most sections and 
in their place Uncle Sam's coppers, 
nickels, dimes, quarters, half dollars 
and "dollar of the daddies" now reign 
supreme.—John Spangler in Galveston 
News.

HISTORY OF THE BOWERY. 


•Ariginally an Indian Trail and the Scene 


of Many Massacres. 


It is probable that the Bowery was 


originally part of an Indian trail which 
extended from the region of the Battery 
to the northern limit of Manhattan and 
connected the aboriginal villages on 
the Harlem flats arid Spuyteu Duyvil 
creek with those north of City Hall 
park and east of the present Greenwich 
avenue. A few years after the found- 
ing of Nieaw Amsterdam the represent- 
atives of the West India company laid 
out six farms or bouweries along tho 
east side of tho present Bowery and 
leased them to tenants. 


In 1643 Director Kieft, in spite oi 


the protest of De Vries and other in- 
fluential men, ordered the masbacre oi 
40 Indians at Corlears Hook, and that 
of a still larger number of men, women 
and children at Pavonia. Iu retaliation j 
for these brutal murders, for they were 
nothing elsn, the outlying farms at 
Harlem, Stateu Island, tho Bowery uiicl 
other places were laid waste. 
When 


peace was restored, it wus fouud im- 
possible to rent the farms, so they were 
eventually &old. 


Prior to tho sale of these farms, how- 


ever, a frontier colony of manumitted 
negro ulavcs was established west of 
tho Bowery, With reference to thiH 
colony tho minutes of the Dutch couu- 
cil, Hi44, recite the fact that Manuel 
do Groot, tho giant, and ten other ne- 
groes and their wives wero released 
from slavery on condition that each 
mau, during his life, pay the govern- 
ment au annual rental of 22 bushels of 
grain aud a fat hog, their children bu- 
iiig still held as slaves. Their planta- 
tions extended from tho Bowery to old 
Jans' laud, now the property of Trinity 
church. 


Two hundred and fifty years age 


Petrus Stuyvesant landed on tho island 
of Manhattan, and four years later ho 
purchased, through his representative, 
Jau Darnen, the "Great Bowery," or 
bowery No. 1, the most northern of tho 
bix original farms, which wero num- 
bered from cue to six, No. C being east 
of Chatham square, at the time of which 
wo write the property of Augustiuo 
Hermanns, tho amateur draftsman, tu 
whom wo aro indebted for ancient 
sketches of New Amsterdam.

PUBLIC UNTIDINESS. 


American Streets 
Dirty, Sidewalks 


Rough And Parks Ill-Kept. 


The discovery that there is more 


of filth, squalor and general slovenli- 
ness in public places and works, in 
streets, squares, river sides, docks, 
quays, roads and bridges in the Uni- 
ted States than in any other country 
of the first or even second rank is a 
humbling but salutary experience. In 
what may be called our public house- 
keeping, in the outward appearance 
and maintenance of places and works 
administered by public or semi-public 
enterprise, we rank with Turkey rath- 
er than with England or 
Germany. 


Oriental Japan, tiny Switzerland and 
slow-going Holland stand far ahead 
of the United States in this respect. 
Our national slovenliness is seen in 
dirty 
streets and unsightly 
water 


fronts; in ill-kept squares, ragged side- 
walks and abominable pavements; in 
shabby railway stations and embank- 
ment walls built up of rotting sleep- 
ers; and in a. thousand shiftless sub- 
stitutes for solid permanent works. 
The unspeakable country roads which 
abound in so many regions not only il- 
lustrate the existence, but also demon- 
strate the folly of this semi-barbarous 
blackness of administration; for they 
constitute the most costly means of 
:ransportation 
possible, 
impose 
a 


heavj tax on every farmer and other 
resident, and arc a clog upon the gen- 
eral prosperity of the regions they 
traverse. 
Tidiness and the efficient 


maintenance of public 
works 
cost 


more in the first outlay than negli- 
gence: but they save this excess many 
imes over in the end. 


Dirt has been denned as "matter out 


of place;" disorder as "things out of 
place." When 
both 
"matter" 
and 


'things" are out of place, w> have in 
the combination of dirt and disorder 
one of the commonest manifestations 
:;f untidiness. Now, untidiness is the 
mfailing concomitant ol wastefulness, 
and we are a notoriously wasteful peo- 
)le. We possess abundance of energy, ' 
jut perhaps little thrill. Tidiness, like 
thrift, requires attention to details; 
wastefulnesss scorns details. But un- 
idiness is also often and largely, due 
o ignorance, and is thus amenable to 
he corrective influence of education. 
—Piof. llamlin, in Hie Forum.

The Kansas City Journal tells two or 


three good stories of a well known and 
highly respected judge, regarded as one 
of the ablest in Missouri.

Mercury) started Dec. 22, 1717, the first 
newspaper printed in Pennsylvania, was 
printed aud published by Andrew Brad- 
ford till his death, Nov. 23, 1743, and 
afterward continued by bis widow un- 
til 3740, and soon after discontinued. 


This Andrew Bradford was son of 


William Bradford, tho first printer in 
Pennsylvania and in New York, and it 
was for Andrew Bradford that Benja- 
min Franklin first worked as priutor 
when he left his brother James iu Bos- 
ton and went to Philadelphia iu 1723, 
at tho ago of 10, he and his brother 
having had a falling out. 
After work- 


ing a short tiino for Andrew Bradford, 
Franklin started a printing office ou his 
own account in Philadelphia with tbo 
idea of starting also another newspaper, 
but he was balked by tho sudden ap- 
pearance of another newspaper there. 
Dec. 24, 1728, by Samuel Kcimer, called 
The Universal Instructor In All Arts 
aud Sciences, and Pennsylvania Gazette. 


Franklin, being greatly disappointed, 


used his utmost efforts to bring tbo pa- 
per into contempt, -having such effect 
that after it bud been published nine 
months less tbau 100 subscribers bad 
been obtained for it, and Franklin man- 
aged to buy it out for a small consider- 
ation. Ho expunged thofh-bt part of tho 
title, retaining the last part, tho "Penn- 
sylvania Gazette," and continued it with 
this name with success. Until Frank- 
lin's appointment as postmaster of Phil- 
adelphia in 1740, however, Bradford's 
Mercury had tho largest circulation, but 
after that Franklin's paper bad tbo lead 
i^ circulation and influence, aud Brad- 
ford's was soon utter discontinued, fc-o 
we buvu hero practical evidence of 
Franklin's success of u newspaper busi- 
ness competitor. 


In 174H Franklin took iu David Hull 


as partner, who Fucceeded to tho s'llo 
management of tho paper iu 175!i, whin 
Franklin wan appointed deputy pott- 
muhtor gonerul fur thu colonies. 
After 


Hull's death in 1772 tho paper pa.wed 
into tbo bunds of Andrew Brown, who 
changed thu uainu to Philadelphia (iu- 
zotto, Ins hou and a Suiuuol Kolf tui';- 
coeding iu tbo puper. 


After Kiino other changes iu propri- 


etorship und nuumgement, this old pi- 
per, started by Benjamin Franklin i:i

The Chronicle of August 2. 1884, 


contains the- following account of the 
arrival of the relief fleet: 


The relurnlng Arctic fleet was spok- 


en early in the forenoon off the 
of Shoals by tho City of Portsmouth, 
and the news soon reached the city 
and navy yard. At first It was thought 
a<l\ih!ible to order tho fleet to kpop in 
deep water till next day, Iho timo an- 
nounced for itB arrival and for which 
all preparalioiiK had boon mndo.
